Claims 98 and 99 have been canceled. 

COMMENTS 

3. Claim 1, which is generic to the species identified in the requirement for election of 
species mailed on May 18, 2006, is allowed. The requirement indicated that upon allowance of a 
generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which 
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depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 
37 CFR 1.141. Accordingly, claims 13 and 54, previously withdrawn from consideration, are 
reinstated. In the amendment filed on July 1 1, 2007, applicant presented new claim 100 which is 
identical to claim 13. Since claim 100 has been entered, claim 13 has been canceled. Since, 
claim 54 has been reinstated and allowed, claim 32 has been amended to return to its original 
form. The dependency of claim 33 has been amended. Claims 71-93, 98 and 99, directed to 
non-elected inventions, have been canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The office action 
mailed on May 14, 2007, indicated that dependent claims 44-49 would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The distinguishing features of these dependent claims in combination with the limitations of the 
claims upon which they depend is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. The 
limitations of claim 46 have been added to claim 1. Claim 44 has been rewritten in independent 
form. Consequently, claims 1-12, 14-37, 40-45, 47-49, 52-70, 94-97 and 100 are allowed.
